S.R.O. 141.—In exercise oft he powers conferred by the 
proviso to-Article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend (he 
Defence Research and Development Organisation Technical 
Cadre Recruitment Rules, 1995, namely ;— 

1. (1) These rules may lv* called the Defence Research 

and Development Organisation Technical Cadre 
Recruitment (amendment) Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force with retrospective effect 
from 26th August, 1995. 

2, In the Defence Research and Development Organisation 
Technical Cadre Recruitment Rules, 1995 in rule 8, for sub- 
rule (1), the billowing sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

‘‘(1) Promotions from one grade to another grade in 
the cadre shall be made under the limited flexihle 
complementing system. Employees in each grade 
who have rendered a minimum or 5 years regular 
service hi the grade as on 1st September of the 
year of assessment including the service rendered 
by them in a post included in Schedule l and hold 
by them immediately before the date of commence¬ 
ment of these rules including the service in the 
posts which have been clubbed together into a single 
grade but were not the feeder cadre to the posts 
getting clubbed, shall become eligible for assess¬ 
ment for promotion to (be next higher grade ’’ 

Provided that relaxation opto three months in the quali¬ 
fying service for eligibility for assessment may be 
given to direct recruits or promotees who join after 
1st September for reasons beyond their control. 

Povided further that if a junior is eligible for assessment 
having completed minimum residency period, all 
individual senior to him shall also be eligible for 
assessment. This will not be applicable in cases 
where juniors have got minimnm residency period 
on account of transfer on compassionate grounds 
or where residency ncriod includes the posts clubbed 
together into single crude but were not to feeder 
grades to ihe nost which have heen clubbed.
